STEAMERS BURNT ON THE 
MISSISSIPPI. 


rrible Loss of Life—Women and 
the Principal Sufierers. 


New ORLEANS, April 24.—The 
burning last night of the steamers 
Exposter and Bodman resulted in the 
death of quite a number of persons. 
The hulls of the two vessels have 
been towed across the river. The 
Kyle floated about two miles down 
the river azd sunk. 

Capt. Reeves, of the Exposter, had 
a party aboard. Most of the ladies 
were ashore. His daughter was lost. 
The latest estimates reduce the loss 
to about 50. 

The Capt. and Watchman of the 
Badman report, about twenty five 
women and children lost from that 
boat and the same number is estima- 
ted by the spectators. Among the 
frantic crowd upon the Exposter's 
forecastle about twenty were rescued, 
among whom were several ladies.— 
Some of the rescued were badly 
wounded, among whom were persons 
who went aboard the burning boats 
to assist in saving life. Some instan- 
ces of extraordinary heroism and en- 
durance. All three boats were tied 
tothe same ring bolt, and in the 
hurry of cutting the Kyle’s moorings 
the three boats drifted. There wasa 
lamentable want of order among the 
skiffs and tugs that endeavored to 
gave lives. One boat had oil, which 
floated burning on the water among 
those struggling for shore. The es- 
timates of the lost reduced to 34.
